and that the mayor and city council [engraved inscription. 
excluded colored children from white 
schools and compelled them to attend 
schoolg.set apart specifically for them. 
The supreme oonrt at the February 
term sent this question to the circuit 
court of Madison county to be tried 
before a jury. The case was tried and 
a verdict rendered for defendants. 
This verdict was certified to the su 
preme court, where H was held that 
tho presiding judge of the circuit 
court erred iu excluding from the jury 
material evidence offered by petitioner, 
to prove that all colored children were 
excluded from white schools and com- 
pelled to go to the colored schools, 
without regard to their convenienca 
The court restricted the proof to the 
wo Bibb children only, which the su- 
preme court held was an error. 


Other errors were also found. The 


supreme court will be (teked by the 
petitioner to issue a writ of mandamus 
to compel the mayor and common 
council of Alton to permit petitioner's 
children to attend schools most con- 
venient for them.

LONDON, June 21.—In view of the 


financial straits of the Russian govern- 
ment, which have led the minister o:

humiliating rebuffs in Paris, Berlin, 
Frankfort, Amsterdam and here, in 
his endeavors to obtain loans, there is 
something mysterious 
and 
almost 


alarming in his action in actually 
offering a commission on shipments oi 
gold from the United States, that is to 
say, a rate of interest on the gold 
while it is journeying across the At- 
lantic to St. Petersburg. The gold 
has been sold to him iu preference to 
the Bank of France and the Bank of 
England, both of which have been in 
competition with him. 


The^Rnssian government holds close 


upon $700,000,000 in gold, as much as 
the combined holdings of the Bank of 
England, the Bank of France and the 
Imperial Bank of Germany.' To keep 
such a huge mass of gold idle, as the 
Russian 
government is 
doing, ie 


extremely costly, and, at the rate of 
interest which Russia is offering for 
loans abroad, it represents a total of 
nearly $30,000,000 a year. 
Naturally, 


thf>re can be nothing but political 
motives to prompt so able a financier 
as Count Witte to pursue such a 
policy, and all sorts of rumors are cur- 
rent here as to the object which Russia 
has in view.

Not only 
the 3600 students were exposed, bat 
the visitors r/o the recent oommenoo- 
mont of the college as well The 
people exposed returned to their homes 
in all parts of Indiana and the United 
States. The disease has existed openly 
In Valparaiso for a month. Already 
six genuine cases have bean discovered 
in Shipsewaua, tho patients being 
students at the normal. One pro- 
nounced case at Noblesville has been 
traced in origin to Valparaiso. 


It is safe to say that tmtwecn 5000 


and 6000 persons were [ exposed. Four 
oases are in the post house iu this 
oity\ aud the disease is undoubtedly 
existing to a great extent. Oases are 
daily being reported in all parts of In- 
diana. The state health board is very 
active 
aud preparing to fight tbe 


disease, which is making rapid head- 
way' all over the state, Upon tbe 
approach of cold weather, if 
the 


disease is not checked, a worse state 
of affairs may be expected.

on top of it. The upper part of the 
tree trunk and its huge branches were 
sawed up into lumb«r for the main 
body of the church. When the church 
stood completed, a substantial building 
30 feet wide by 70 feet deep, 1,200 feet 
of lumber romained unusued. A more 
sturdy building could not ba imagined, 
It is as strong as the old Saxon churches 
of England, which were built centuries 
ago" out of native oak aud are still in 
use.

A correspondent describes an ex- 


traordinary insect thai, ha« appeared 
among the ore-kilns and furnaces^ of 
the Mountain. Copper company at Kes- 
wick, Shasta county. This compawy 
roasts between 1,000 and 1,200 tons of 
ore per day. "tarn and copper sul- 
phides ore the main constituents of 
the ore," adds the correspondent, "and 
the sulphur is forced to part from the 
metals by means of heat. To accom: 
phsh this, the ore is brought from the 
mines and piled in great heaps upon 
sufficient wood to kindle it. The huge 
heaps—approximately 200 feet long, 14 
feet wide and 6 feet high—once ignited 
burn for about 30 days. 
When tba 


roasting process is well under wa> 
clouds of sulphurous fumes rise from 
the heaps, rendering respiration im 
possible in their immediate vicinity 
Then may be seen, darting in and au 
of the suffocating vapors, peculiar gra; 
flies, about the size of a horse fly, tha 
apparently Hve and breed in the smok 
ing ore. The seem to thrive in the 
densest fumes, the lower portion of the 
heaps fairly swarming with them. At 
night the workmen are compelled to 
cover their faces with netting and their 
hands with gloves to resist their at- 
tacks, for their bites are very poisonous. 
The flies -were unknown until the smelt- 
ing operation* began, some three years 
ago. 


"Dr. 
L. O. Howard, entomologist of 


the United States department of agri- 
culture, when consulted regarding this 
matter, replied that the occurrence was 
very unusual; he had never heard of 
anything of the (kind. He Intends to 
make an investigation."
